A government is to be 
organized consisting of three consuls and 
a cabinet. It is rumored at Panama that 
a similar uprising was to take place at 
Colon.”’ 

Later the following official statement 
was made regarding the news from Pan- 
ama:

Boston, November 3.—John L. Bates 
was reelected governor of Massachusetts 
today by a plurality of about 37,000 over 
Colonel William A, Gaston, the demo- 
cratic candidate. With a dozen cities 
and towns to hear from, Bates had a 
lead of 32,315, but as the missing towns 
are all strongly republican, there was 
every indication at a late hour tonight 
that the plurality of the republican can- 
didate would be practically the same as 
that of last year, although the vote may 
run higher. 

The legislature remains practically un- 
changed with the usual proportion of two 
republicans to one democrat, but the so- 
cialist party, which had three members 
last year, will be represented by only 
one, a member from Brockton. The sod- 
cialist vote fell off considerably from last 
year and the failure to reelect Repre- 
sentative Carey, of Haverhill, one of the 
party leaders and a member of the 
lower branch of the legislature for the 
past five or six years, was one of the 
features of the election. 

In addition to electing their state ticket 
and holding the legislature the republii- 
cans were also successful in retaining 
control of the governor’s council, which 
will be composed of five republicans and 
one democrat. 

Colonel Wiliam A. Gaston, the demo-4 
cratic nominee for governor, carricd the 
city of Boston today by a plurality of 
18,929 votes over Governor John L. 
Bates, the republican candidate. Colo- 
ne] Gaston increased his vote of last yéar 
by 5,390.

There were few contests, indeed, 
the field as a rule being left open to the 
democrats. At 11:30 o’clock the outcome 
at the hardest fought points was still un- 
decided. 

Two surprises appear, however, in the 
defeat of the democratic nominees in 
Botetourt and Fredericksburg. The vote 
generally was light, being in Richmond 
city, for example, only 25 per cent of the 
registration. A fierce fight between dem- 
ocrats, one with and the other without 
the indorsement of the state committee, 
for the treasuryship of Henrico county, 
was a feature of the election and led to 
a heavy vote in that county.

The other case before the commission 
is that of Bob Middlebrook, sentenced 
to be hanged for the murder of a police 
officer in Bartow county.

Annual Report 


Alderman Jones Thinks Commission 
Should Report Oftener — City’s 
Net Debt $500,000—Chief 
of Police Murphy Says 
Gamblers Have Flown.

Macon has a bond commission, created 
by an act of the legislature, and to that 
commission is delegated the handiing of 
the city’s bonded debt and the task of 
its reduction. - 

By the law creating it, the commission 
is required to make a report to’ the 
beard once each year, but is in no way 
amenable to the aldermen. The report 
tonight showed that $7,800 of the bond- 
ed debt had been cancelled, and gave 
the amount now in the sinking fund with 
alj other assets, among the assets being 
scme Savannah bonds and some Augusta 
bonds, which the commission had pur- 
chased, believing them to be a good in- 
vestment. The total bonded debt was 
shown to be something over $900,000, 
While the assets on hand reduced the 
debt to a fraction more than $500,000. 

“I think,’ said Mr. Jones at the con- 
clusion of the report, “‘that the bond com- 
mission should be required to make a 
report more than once a year. In my 
opinion this board should have a report 
from that commission at least once a 
month.”’ 

Mr. Chestney disagreed with Mr. Jones 
and declared the city legislative body 


‘had no right to call on the commission 


for a report at any time, as that commis- 
sion was created by an act of the legisla- 
ture and that it was in no way subser- 
vient in its work to the board. 

Mr. Jones desired the chief of police 
to state whether or not gaming proprie- 
tors in the city had been notified to ciose 
up. Chief Murphy stated that through

Americus, Ga., November 3.—(Special.) 
A lawsuit of the first magnitude was 
filed in Sumter superior court this after- 
noon by creditors of the old Bank of 
Americus, which collapsed ten years ago. 

Petitioners bring suit through Thorn- 
ton Wheatley, formerly receiver for the 
bank, and all stockholders, Hving and 
dead, who ever owned stock in the old 
bank are named as defendants to this 
suit. 

The amount involved is neariy $200,000 
and suit is brought under the personal 
ability clause in the bank’s charter, 
which provides that the individual prop- 
erty of stockholders at the time of suits 
Shall be Hable for the ultimate payment 
of the debts of the company, in propor- 
tion to the amount of stock owned by 
each stockholder. 

Hundreds of Georgians Interested. 

Theret are several hundred defendants 
named, and these reside in nearly every 
city in Georgia and in the north as well. 
Many large eastern banks which held 
stock in the old Bank of Augusta as 
collateral security are among the de- 
fendants in this suit. 

Hundreds of people owned stock in 
this bank since its establishment thirty 
years ago, and as none of these pub- 
lished notice of fransfer of stock at any 
time al] mcy be parties to this litigation. 
The case wi! come up on its first hear- 
ing on the fourth Monday in November 
at Sumter superior court, and widest 
interest is centered in the result. 


SPLIT SWITCH 
KILLS FIREMAN 


Work of Train Wreckers Sus- 
pected on Georgia Near 
Madison. 


Madison, Ga., November 3.—(Special.)— 
A through freight on the Georgia rail- 
road, first’ section train 209, engine 38, 
was Wrecked this morning at about 7 
o'clock at the little village of Dorsey, 
a few miles above here. 

Fireman W. F. Veno was killed and 
Engineer George Erwin was considerably 
bruised. 

The train ran into an open switch at 
the station, and the engine jumped the 
track and fell the main line, 
while the box cars crowded together and 
toppled over in an opposite direction. 

The engineer remained at his post, and 
when the engine turned over he was 
engulfed in the coal from the tender.

Both tracks were greatly turn up and 
all trains have been delayed today. A 
new track has been laid around the 
wreck, as it was seen that this could 
be done sooner than clearing away the 
wreck, and all trains have resumed 
scheduled time. All passengers, express, 
mail, étc., had to be transferred during 
the day.

Report Stating That There Is| 


Trouble in Endowment 
“Rank Denied. 


While an interesting situation has de- 
veloped within the Knights of Pythias 
in the case of H. Cronheim, a member 
of the Capital City Lodge, Knights of

“The Knights in this city are indignant 
over the published report. It does not 
only the Knights, but Mr. Cronheim, also. 
and is likely to do

“The report seems to indicate that Mr. 
Cronheim’s trouble js in regard to the 
insurance feature of the order, the en- 
dowment rank. This idea is entirely 
wrong, and is calculated to injure the

Coleman fied and.a posse started in 
pursuit. Johnson was placed in jail. Ex- 
citement ran high among the people and 
increased until noon, when the court 
House bell sounded and most of the 
white citizens assembled there. A num- 
ber of speeches were made and a com- 
mittee on law enforcement was appointed. 
The question was raised as to what 
should be dorie with the negro Johnson. It 
was announced that Circuit Judge Wood 
would be here to hold a special term of 
court, but a large number of thése pres- 
ent rushed dut of the court hoyse shout- 
ing “Harig him?’ 

Sledge hammers and _ railroad irons 
were quickly found and in thirty minutes 
four doors at the jail had been broken 
down and the mob secured the negro 
Johnson and took him to the center of 
town, where he was hanged.

Princess Radziwill Claims That the 
Late South African Magnate

sational, ‘ 


London, November 3.—Princess Radzi- 
will today issued a writ demanding $7,- 
000,000 from Lord Rosebery, Earl Grey 
and Messrs. Alfred Beit, Dr. Jameson, 
L. L. Michael and B. A. Hawkesley, 
trustees of the estate of the late Cecil 
Rhodes, under an agreement alleged to 
have been made on or before June 20. 
1899, between herself and Mr. Rhodes. 

This is a sequel to the arrest and im- 
prisonment of the princess at Capetown 
in 1902 on the charge of offering Rhodes’ 
Signature to bills for several thousand 
people. The case, which doubtless wil! 
prove sensational, is expected to lead 
many exposures. The friends of Prin- 
cess Radziwill says she possesses docu- 
ments of high political importance, deal- 
ing with South African matters, particu- 
larly with the Jameson raid and the 
alleged complicity of former Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain. The princess’ 
lawyers refuse to furnish particulars of 
her claim, but they assert that the docu- 
ment on which they have their claim 
is a regular contract in writing.

TRAVEL TO FAIR 
PUZZLES ROADS 


Talk of St. Louis Traffic and 
Other Matters in Rail- 
road World. 


Traffic officials of the roads entering 
St. Louis are said to be greatly. worried 
already about the handling of the vast 
business that is sure to come to their 
lines during the continuance of the greit 
fair to be held there next year. Chicago 
lines had much difficulty — the same 
problem in 1893 and a compafison shows 
that they were in somewhat better posi- 
tion than the St. Louis roads will be. 

Both cities have about fifteen roads, 
The population 
within a reasonable traveling distance of 
St. Louis is at present nearly five mil- 
lion greater than was that of the terrti- 
tory surrounding Chicago at the time of

the world's fair held there ten years aso, 


‘and the roads that enter St. Louis are 
' said to be behind with equipment. 


A well known traffic official of that citv 
put the matter in this shape in a recent 
interview: ' 

“Granting that the bulk of the world’s 
fair travel will probably come from citles 
within fifteen hours of St. Louis. it: will 
require 560 extra coaches on existing reg- 
ular trains and 912 extra coaches on ¢pe- 
cial trains, or a total of 1,472 coaches 
over existing equipment. This is an aver- 
age of 100 cars for each of the fifteen 
so-called Hines. If 75 per cent of the 
world’s fair travel is handled’ in four 
months, as suggested above, it witll r@uire 
eighty-five special treins per day, con- 
sisting of two baggage cars and eight 
coaches, with an average Seating cap2c- 
ity of fifty people. On that basis it will 
require a total of 1,920 coaches, 320 bag- 
gage airs and 320 locomotives over ex- 
fsiing equipment to handle such a volume 
business in 120 days. For the fifteen 
strung lines who will haul the bulk of the 
world’s fair traffic this is an average of 
130 extra coaches, 22 baggage cars and 
22 engines. Many of the lines are not 
fortunate enOugh to have anything like 
such an amount of extra equipment. TAe 
crowth of passenger traffic in this coun- 
try. owing to rapid increase of wealth 
and population, has outgrown the service 
the railways now provide in the passen- 
ger départment.”

SUICIDE CLAUSE ENFORCED. 


Important Ruling Made by Federal 
Judge in Missouri. 

Kansas City, November 3.—In a de- 
cision in the United States district court 
here, Judge Philips has held that insur- 
ante companies may enforce the anti- 
suicide clause Where previously entered 
into by the insured. ; 

The decision was in the case of James 
Whitfield, a well-known newspaper sport- 
ingt editor who ‘killed himself. ~ Whitfield 
insured for $5,000, receiving a policy that 
that contained a clause spetifying that 
$500 only should be recovered in case of 
suicide. 

Although the. statutes of Missouri de- 
clare that insurance companies may not 
make suicide a defense in refusing to pay 
a policy, Judge Philips held that ‘‘as the 
pleading of the contract fh question vol- 
untarily entered into by the parties, gocs 
merely to the question of the amount of 
the recovery and not to defeat a recovery, 
my conviction is that plaintiff is entitled 
to recover the’ sum of $500.”’
